Every freeman has an un- 
doubted right to lay before the public what 
sentiments he pleases; to restrain this, is 
to destroy its liberty. But if he publishes 
what is improper, mischievous, or illegal, 
he must submit to the consequences of his 
own temerity. To subject the Press to the 
restrictive power of a licemser, (as the Eng- 
lish nation once did,) is to grant all freedom 
of sentiments to the prejudices of one man,

ing, Religion and Government. But to pu- 
nish (as the jaw does at present) any dange- 
rous or offensive writings, which on a fair 
and impartial trial shal) be adjudged of a 
pernicious tendency, is necessary for the 
preservation of peace and good order of go- 
verninent and Religion, the only solid foun- 
dations of Civil Liberty, Thus the will of 
individuals ia left free—the abuse of that 
free-will, is the object of legal punishment, 
This gives scope to the politician, to disse- 
minate his principles among the people ; 
which, if he was bereft of, might deprive 
them of forwarding the interests of the na- 
tion they otherwise would be led to per- 
form. It is to this the Rhetorician owes 
his fame, acquired by the beauties of his 
compotitions. In fine, if we should be be- 
reft of thus communicating our sentiments 
to the world, ali nations would have cause 
to lament—en universal relapse into barba- 
rity and superstition would be the inevita- 
bic consequences, 

We Americans may boast of enjoying, 
in all its purity, this freedom of the Press, 
—It is chiefly to this we owe that rapid 
disse mination of learning which adorns our 
nation. May we continue to regard it as 
one of our invaluable privileges >. a privi- 
dgge which shall always be preserved, and 
which shall readily be defended as one of 
the bulwarks of Government, end as one of 
the essentials of a free and independent nar 
tion.

We learn frem the Indian country that 
the Cherokees and Osages have lately had 
some fighting, in which the former have ' 
been completely successful, The Chero-. 
kees were divided into parties, one of which, 
amounting to 50 or 60, fell in with a party 
of Osages (principally composed of old 
men, women and children,) and killed and 
took near the whole, and have brought in 
about 63 scalps and prisoners, One Osage 
woman, refusing to follow the Cherokees, 
was sct on a horse and shot, and her body 
afterwards thrown on a fire and consumed. 
Another body of the Cherokees, consisting | 
of about 200 men, bad not returned at our | 
last accounts, but we learn that they had! 
fell in with the Osages, and killed ond took 
a much greater number. These successes 
had occasioned great rejoicings in the Che- 
' rokee nation, and the lives of a great num- 
i ber of the defenceless prisoters had been 
| sacrificed, in a most barbarous manner, by 
| their savage conquerors. 

The Cherokees took a large quantity of 
skins, furs, aud other property, from the 
; Osages, a considerable portion of which 
{was burnt, they being unable to biing it 
| with them. Among the articles brought 
in were the hats, clothes, kc. known to have 
belonged to one or two white men who are 
supposed to have been murdered. 

The Cherokees were so elated with these 
successes, that it was thought another war 
party would soon be sent out.

A letter to a gentleman in Washington, 
from Natchitoches states,that im the present 
' state of inefficient government in the Mex- 
{ican provinces on our South Western bor- 
| det, our frontier is much exposed, and fur- 
nishes facts in support of the statement.— 
The following is an extract from the ietter: 

* Natchitoches, Jan. 3, 1822 

‘* Not long ago, five or six men were 
bringing a drove of ho: ses and mules across 
the river Mexicano, Cimproperly called the 
Sabine.) a banditti were lyingr in wait for 
them, killed all the men who were conduct- 
ing this drove, took possession of H, and 
drove it off. Tbe jail in this town was 
lately burned, and several criminals made 
their escape into that country. Nesroes 
are running away from their masters, and 
find an asylum there, An inhabitant of 
this place, who bad been trading among 
some Indian tribes, and was bringing home 
a ¢rove of horses and mules, bad them all 
taken from him, by some people on tire 
other side of the Sabine. Gray, the own- 
er, got some assistance, returned, and got 
some of the drove again into bis possession, 
wus overtaken by the same pa.ty who had 
;Tobbed him betore, and was siot through 
the head. Another murder was lately com- 
mitted on the Sabine. Fugitives from jus- 
tice of every description flee into Texas, 
and are safe. Negrocs and valuable mer- 
chandize are smuggled into this state by 
| Galveztown traders, in quantities, almo-t 
daily. Six companies of the 8th United 
States regiment were lately ordered here 
from Flovida, and have arrived ina very 
sickly state. Of the whole detachment, 
there ave but few over one hundred effec- 
; tive men, and since they arrived, they are 
ldying fast.
